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BIRTHS. 

302  Births  were  registered  (166  Boys  and  136  Girls).  The 
births  registered  during  1920  were  407  (209  Boys  and  198  Girls), 
so  that  there  were  105  fewer  births  last  year  than  during  1920. 
The  Birth  Rate  for  1921  is  25'8,  that  for  1920  being  25'44,  and  for 
1919,  23’69.  The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population 
of  the  district  for  births  and  deaths  is  11,700. 

DEATHS 

125  Deaths  occurred  (74  males  and  51  females).  Three  of 
these  were  due  to  violence.  Tubercular  diseases  were  responsible 
for  14  deaths,  and  Cancer  caused  5 deaths.  Three  deaths  were 
attributed  to  Influenza.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Influenza 
during  1920,  but  in  1919  Influenza  caused  13  deaths. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

34  Deaths  occurred  in  children  under  1 year  of  age,  making  a 
rate  per  1,000  births  of  112'5,  this  is  practically  double  the 
infantile  death  rate  for  1920,  but  considerably  less  than  the  rate 
for  1919,  which  was  172'4.  Congenital  Debility,  Malformations, 
and  Premature  Birth  were  responsible  for  14  deaths  included  in 
the  total  of  34.  One  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  an  illegitimate 
infant.  The  total  number  of  births  being  below  the  average,  has 
also  a direct  effect  in  making  the  infantile  death  rate  high. 

MATERNITY  & CHILD  WELFARE. 

There  are  two  Babies’  Welcomes  open  ; one  at  Bolsover  and 
the  other  at  New  Bolsover.  Both  are  under  the  control  of  the 
County  Council.  Good  work  is  being  done  at  both  centres.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  district  stands  well  as  regards  freedom  from  Phthisis. 
The  number  of  cases  notified  was  12,  (16  during  1920).  Phthisis 
caused  13  deaths,  making  a death  rate  per  1,000  per  annum  of 
IT.  The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  Chesterfield,  serves  for 
patients  from  this  district,  and  most  cases  attend  there  for 
consultation  and  treatment.  If  the  case  be  suitable,  admission  to 
the  Sanatorium  at  Walton  is  arranged  for. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

Special  treatment  is  provided  at  the  Venereal  Clinic,  Royal 
Hospital,  Chesterfield.  Morning  and  Afternoon  sessions  have 
been  arranged  on  two  days  each  week. 


SMALLPOX.

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SCARLATINA 

23  cases  were  notified.  No  deaths.  The  cases  occurred  in 
all  parts  of  the  parish.  22  cases  were  removed  to  hospital,  and 
immediate  disinfection  of  infected  premises  carried  out.  Most  of 
the  cases  were  of  a very  mild  type. 

ERPSIPELAS. 

9 cases  were  notified.  No  special  remarks  are  called  for. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease.

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SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  public  water  supply,  belonging  to  the  Bolsover  Water 
Works  Co.,  is  derived  from  the  works  of  the  Railway  Company 
in  carrying  the  railway  through  the  water  shed  dividing  the  Doe 
Lea  from  the  river  Poulter.  The  supply  is  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  being  very  hard  there  is  little  risk  of  plumbo-solvent  action. 
Nine  houses  had  the  public  supply  laid  on  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  houses  in  the  Bolsover,  Carr  Vale,  Shuttlewood,  and 
Stanfree  Areas  of  the  district  now  provided  with  the  public 
supply  is  1,420. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  7 schools  within  the  district.  All  are  provided 
with  the  public  water  supply.  Visits  have  been  paid  to  all  school 
with  respect  to  sanitary  conditions.  The  present  closet  accom- 
modation provided  for  the  Shuttlewood  Council  School  is 
unsatisfactory,  and  steps  should  be  taken  to  provide  this  School 
with  sufficient  water  closets. 

FACTORIES  & WORKSHOPS. 

Registered  premises  under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Acts 
number  22,  including  4 bakehouses.  42  visits  have  been  paid  to 
the  various  premises,  and  12  sanitary  defects  found  have  been 
dealt  with.  There  are  no  registered  outworkers  in  the  district. 

FOOD. 

Milk  Supply  : — There  has  been  no  definite  evidence  of  any 
disease  being  attributable  to  milk  supply  or  distribution  during 
the  year.  Almost  the  whole  of  the  milk  produced  in  the  district 
is  sold  within  it,  and  a quantity  of  milk  is  also  brought  in  from 
outlying  areas.  29  persons  are  registered  as  Milksellers  in  the 
district. 

Other  Foods  : — Meat  and  other  foods  offered  in  the  district 
during  the  year  have  been  on  the  whole  of  good  quality.  The 
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various  private  slauj^literhouses  tiave  been  nuiintained  in 
satisfactory  condition. 


AIR  POLLUTION 

No  nuisances  arising  through  the  pollution  of  the  air  by 
smoke  or  other  noxious  vapours  have  occurred  in  the  district 
during  the  year. 


SCAVENGING. 

The  important  work  of  house  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
has  been  efficiently  carried  out  by  the  Council  during  the  year. 
The  substitution  of  privies  by  water  closets,  and  of  ashpits  by 
ashbins  results  in  a large  saving  of  time  in  scavenging,  and  a 
betterment  of  public  health.  During  the  year  a number  of  privies 
and  pail  closets  have  been  converted  into  water  closets,  and  a 
large  number  of  ashpits  replaced  with  portable  covered  ashbins. 
The  various  refuse  tips  in  the  district  have  been  kept  as  far  as 
possible  in  satisfactory  condition,  but  this  method  of  refuse 
disposal  is  one  that  is  not  free  of  objection.  All  the  district  with 
the  exception  of  the  Shuttlewood  Area  is  now  scavenged  by 
direct  labour. 


DRAINAGE  & SEWERAGE. 

The  sewage  of  various  parts  of  the  district  is  treated  and 
disposed  of  at  six  Outfall  Works  situated  at  Carr  Vale,  Shuttle- 
wood,  Stanfree,  and  Whaley  Common. 

No  extensions  of  sewer  were  completed  during  the  year.  A 
large  number  of  house  drains  have  been  reconstructed  and 
improved.  Four  additional  cesspools  for  house  drainage  were 
brought  into  use.  There  has  been  no  evidence  of  any  pollution 
of  rivers  or  streams  during  the  year.
